It does seem as if some evi­ 
dence of past human presence al 
ways turns up. Nearby, it is the 
usual litter of the untidy person; 
in the out-of-the-way places it is 
the mark of the prospector's pick. 
But this is not always so. 
Take, for instance, the place where 
John Hilton found the beautiful 
quartz crystals. The fact that John 
found the crystals argues well that 
he was the first white man to look 
upon them. Even an old prospector 
would not have passed by these. If

Sanborn Bowls 
Perfect Score 
A perfect bowling score, some­ 
thing that happens far less frequent 
ly than a hole-in-one on a golf 
course, and requires a great deal 
more skill, was Jerry Sanborns rec­ 
ord during the final game of the 
bowling league at the Palm -Springs 
Bowling Academy last Tuesday eve­ 
ning. 
Sanborn bowled 12 straight strikes, 
a perfect score of 300. 
During the American 
Bowling 
Congress games, when nearly 50,000 
top-notch bowlers competed for na­ 
tional championships over a period 
of two months, only two perfect 
scores were bowled during thousands 
of individual games. 
To show how rarely a perfect 
score is bowled. Del Garland, who 
is one of the best bowlers in Palm 
Springs, stated that during his 35 
years of experience he has never 
bowled 300, but has made the re­ 
markable score of 299 on three dif­ 
ferent occasions. 
Sanborn's perfect score was the 
first time it has been .achieved in 
Palm Springs. Heretofore Milton 
Hicks has held the record with a 
score of 279. Sanborn s best previous 
score was 257, which he attained 
twice. 
When Jerry had made his eighth 
strike, the bowlers on the other 11 
alleys quit their games and witness­ 
ed the performance. 
When asked 
regarding his reaction to such a 
score, Sanborn said he felt fine un­ 
til after the 10th strike, and then 
he got the jitters. After he made 
the 12th strike he became so pale 
and weak it was difficult for him to 
continue the tournament, but he fin­ 
ished, with much lower scores, how-

Curb Assured 
A concrete curb on the west side 
of Indian Avenue is practically as­ 
sured.

By Charles Doyle, Associates 
Expressing coniidence in the fu- <> 
lure of lhe Coachella Valley des­ 
ert as lhe nation's winter play­ 
ground was the acquisition during 
the past week of approximately 
1000 acres in the Thousand Palms 
Canyon area northeast of Edom on 
the north rim of the valley. The 
property purchased lies on the 
slopes of the canyon alluvial plain 
norh of Alfonso Bell's 3600 acre 
producing ranch and joins the 
beautiful Willis Palms grove of 
palms at the foot of lhe Shadow 
mountains. 
The land purchased by Charles 
Doyle and associates of Pasadena lies 
011 both sides of the Thousand Palms 
road running from Edom into the 
mountains, and includes the famous 
Hidden Springs ranch, which con­ 
trols the valuable riparian water 
rights to some 700 inches of running 
mineral water in the Shadow moun­ 
tains This stream, which arises five 
miles back in the mountains from 
some seven hidden springs, has long 
been one of the wonders of the des­ 
ert valley and has been flowing sum­ 
m er and winter for some 25 years. 
Hidden Springs ranch was 
for 
some years a producing farm and 
bears a romantic history as a land­ 
m ark in the early days of smug­ 
gling and cattle rustling, the 300 odd 
huge tamarisk trees sprawling over 
the ranch offering hideouts for the 
smuggling rings operating along the 
trails of the Shadow mountains. 
Mr. Doyle, who heads the group 
interested in the development, is the 
pioneer developer of the desert guest 
ranch and ranch colony idea of the

tional property and our belief that 
the north rim of this valley enjoyed 
long hours of sunshine with very lit­ 
tle rain and was well removed from 
the effects of heavy snowfalls on the 
mountains. We also wanted to com­ 
bine a recreational area with fertile 
soil suitable to growth of the many 
sub-tropical growths of this warm 
valley. We believed that in compet­ 
ing with Arizona for the Eastern 
winter residents we should provide 
an area, where those who desired 
to employ their leisure time in 
healthful outdoor exercise, might be 
able to have luxuriant desert land­ 
scaping or actual food products on 
their own estates through abundant 
cheap water and fertile soil. The 
coming of the All American Canal 
water to this area will provide 


Coachella Valley, having first built 
Deep Well ranch at Palm Springs 
back in the late '20s and from 1930 
to 1937 was the original owner and 
creator of the famous Smoke Tree 
Ranch in the city of Palm Springs. 
As one of the pioneers of new 
ideas and developments in 
this 
growing recreation valley, Palm 
Springs and the Coachella Valley 
will welcome his originality and in­ 
itiative again in the greater Palm 
Sprin'gs and Coachella valley expan­ 
sions of tourist attractions, annually 
bringing thousands to this popular 
winter playground. 
In a letter to The Desert Sun, Mr. 
Doyle gave his ideas on the trends 
of future growth in this valley and 
the plans f»r development of his 
new project. Said Mr. Doyle: 
“We believe that the Coachella 
Valley is destined to become the 
principal winter home for the Unit­ 
ed States. Its climate, accessibility 
to the coast cities, the growing cen­ 
ters of amusement in this valley, 
have no counterpart in the whole 
Southwest. One should think in 
. terms of years and the greater plan 
of the valley when planning future 
recreational centers or areas. Once 
a valley starts to grow rapidly the 
whole residential areas may be al­ 
tered in a few years. Old-timers in 
Los Angeles little dreamed that 
within a few short years their home­ 
steads would become engulfed in 
business centers with the residential 
character gone, or that they would 
see the exclusive residential areas 
moved out to Pasadena, Bel Air and 
Beverly Hills sections which were 
then thought to be far out in the 
country. 
“Two or three years ago when a 
noted motor executive predicted that 
Palm Springs would be a city of a 
100,000 in 10 to 15 years, and that 
the residential areas would be moved 
out and down into the sheltered 
coves of the valley within 10 to 15 
miles of Palm Springs, I set out one 
summer with horse, car and with 
nearly a hundred hours of air­ 
plane time hunting the whole Coa­ 
chella valley over for future sights. 
“There are many factors which de­ 
termine a suitable residential area: 
winds, dust storms, gnats, flood dan­ 
gers, driving distance from coastal 
cities, view, freedom from existing 
or future heavy truck traffic noise, 
isolation from itinerant paths with 
its menace of robberies, distance 
from widely advertised places in 
periods of social disturbances and a 
back country for riding purposes in 
an area of spaciousness not likely to 
lose its virgin character by rapid de­ 
velopments. 
“In choosing a new recreational 
area, it is important to think in 
term's of the new highways, which 
may alter the accessibility of play­ 
ground spots in the valley and, in 
consequence, the real estate values. 
W ithin two or three years we shall 
undoubtedly see the Coachella V al-' 
ley changed by a wide four-lane 
transcontinental highway built to 


s y n c h r o n i z e with the military plans 
of the government roads bisecting 
the valley in several places and m ak­ 
ing the less accesible areas within 
short driving time of the coast cities. 
“We have long had our eyes on 
the Thousand Palms Canyon area 
because of its advantages for recrea-
